An ob- 
server in this town, who was near the 
harbor, saw reefs exposed, and Captain 
Smithers, of the whaling bark Pacific, 
which was lying atthe time at Hil, 
bay, corroborates this. An eye-witness 
at Hilo writes that on Thursdzy mor. - 
ing, the 10:b instant, about four 
o’clock, the seaia the bay waa seen 
to rise and fall inan unusual man- 
ner, and at five o’ciock it swept in a 
migh.y wave, washing up and into 
neatly all the st res in the front of the 
town, carrying off a great deal of lun- 
ber and all the stone wall of the 
Mak+i wharf. The perpendicular 
hights of the wave has since been as 
certained by a leveling tube to be 12 
feet 3 inches above the ordinary low~ 
water maik. At Waiakea the dama 
was frightful. Every house within 1 
rards of the water was swept away.

We can drive such people to the wall 
in the great markets of the world ; but 
now a new rival arises in the shape of 
India. The northern province of this 
country are now penetrated by railror ds 
and they are prolific in wheat. The 
Bengal famine first culled attention to 
these facts. In 1875, when the famine 
ended, a surplus of nine thousand tons 
of wheat was exported to England. As 
the results were satisfactory,the expor- 
tation was increased last year to one

» | for the present year the export to Eng- 
land is set at three hundred thousand 
tons, half by the Uape and half by the 
canal. This wheat has thus far been 
shipped from Patna and Cawnpore, the 
former three hundred and thirty-four 
and the latter six hundred and eighty- 
four miles above Calcutta; but the rail- 
way has now reached Delhi and the 
rich alluyiel tracts of the Punjaub on 
the headwaters of the Indus, twelve 
hundred and forty-five miles above 
Calcutta, and the freight on wheat for 
this distance has been reduced to one 
shiliing and seven pence per bushel, or 
one cent per ton a mile, while a rail- 
way from Kurrache, a new port at the 
mouth of the Indus, isto be finished 
in Decemner, which will shorten the 
run from its headwaters to the ocean 
at least une-half, 3

For one, 
he was not disposed to compromise 
unless it was to take bonds for the in- 
terest coupons due. 

Mr. Croskerv said it appeared from 
Savannah’s own statement that she had 
$2,900,000 of assets, more than two- 
thirds of her indebtedness, and she 
was Opposed to any compromise, unless 
it was to fund the irterest for two or 
three years. Mr. Hickman said Savan- 
nah’s tax was only one and a half per 
cent. This was smaller than many 
other cities. He saw ho reason why 
Savannah should want to compromise 
her debt, simply because she had had 
the yellow fever.

In pursuance of an announcement 
made several days ago, there congre- 
gated here to-day a large crowd to 
listen to the discussion as to the expe- 
diency of a constitutional convention. 
The crowd apparently manifested 

reat interest in the issues involved. 

The first speaker intoduced was 
Judge S. G. Howell, of Gwinnett. 
Judge Howell enchained the attention 
of his audience for one hour. He is 
an imposing speaker, and there is an 
attraction in his style which wiil always 
gain the attention of anaudience. He 
expresses himself in a torcible and 
concise manner. He manipulated this 
question with dexterity, and evidently 
had analyzed it with ca.e, as there was 
not a point that escaped him. Were I 
to attempt to give a synopsis of Judge 
Howell’s speech, I should do him great 
injustice. He said we were oppresse:! 
by a burdensome taxation—a taxation 
which, if not amended, would soon 
merge the state in bankruptcy; 
that taxation to-day is five times 
greater on the same property than | 
before the wer. He sad that as long 
as the present organic law exists tax- 
ation will continue to augment, expen- 
ditures increase, and the people be 
oppressed. He said that the present 
constitution was pregnant with disease, 
and needed radical alterations to rid 
itself of this malaria. He clearly de~ 
monstrated why a change should be 
effected in the judiciary, showing that 
an amount of money wuld be saved. 
He fayored the reduction of the judge- 
ships’ salaries, aud showed why such 
, reduction should be made. He 
argued that the per diem of legislators 
should be reduced, that representation 
should be lessened, that biennial ses~ 
sious should su persede annual sessio 1s. 
He showed by hese chauges what an 
enormous reduction of expenses would 
bo emected, and said, appropriate this 
to our indebtedne and . lat =. 
once more ouris and pros- ; 
per, .and be _ forever liberated 
from the pondage of oppressive taxa- 
tion. He thuught that state aid 
should be abolished, thatit was a curse 
and a ruin tothe people. He said if 
for no other purpuse this alone should 
be sufficient for the call of a conven- 
tion. He showed the effects and results 
of state aid, and said that if the legisla- 
ture was not deprived of this power, 
repudiation would ne essarily follow. 
He concisely demonstrated why local 
legislation should be apolished. After 
having finished, Judge Howell’s speech 
was received with universal applause 
and considered by ail to 
have been quite an effort 

When the speaker retired, Major R. 
D, Winn, of Gwinnett, was introduced 
to the audience. He spoke with con- 
siderabl: earnestness, and showed that 
he was master of the situation. His 
speech showed that he had devoted 
profound study tothe question. His 
speech made quite an effect. He began 
by saying that there was an absolute 
necessity for a constitutional conyen- 
tion. e clearly demonstrated and 
proved that the constitution under 
which we live was framed by carpet- 
baggers, traitors and aliens, and that it 
was not properly submitted to the peo-~ 
ple. It does not represent the wishes 
of the people. He argued that the 
tenure of office was too long; that 
representation sheuld be lessened; 
that the per diem of members of the 
legislature should be reduced; that 
biennial should take the place ‘of an- 
nual sessions. He favored the reduc 
tion of the homestead, and show<d 
that 1t accomplished not the object for 
which it was intended. 

He then showed the imperfections of 
the present public school system that 
there was too much machinery attach- 
ed, and that the money appropriated 
for this purpose was exhausted before 
it reached those tor whom it was iuten- 
ded. Major Winn made a lasting im- 
pression upon his audience. Every 
oy present fully appreciated his abili-- 

, and the skill with which he handled 

is topic. The next and last speaker 
introduced was Colonel L. J. Winn, of 
DeKalb. Colonel Winn was greeted 
by a continual applause.. He clearly 
convinced the audience of his ability 
asan orator and as a thinker before 
he had finished. He certainly did 
win the audieace by his able and 
cloquent speech. He argued that op- 
pressive taxation had reudered us un- 
prosperous and would so continue until 
the defects in the present constitution 


debilitated.

THE WATER S8UP PLY, 


Mee:ing of the Commission srs Yester- 
day—New Macbinery a:.d Staad 
Pipe. 


Yesterday afternoon at four o’clock a meet- 
ing of the Atlanta water commissioners was 
held in the office of the superintendent for the 
rurpose of considering various plans as to the 
operation of the works. There were present 
Commissioners E. E. Rawson, C H. Strong and 
G. W. Terry. The first matter brought before 
the meeting wasthe need of new machinery 
whieh is now felt at the reservoir. The present 
engines are said to be insufficient to supply the 
enormous quantity of water that is needed. The 
pumps are kept going all day without cessation 
and when any repairs are needed it is necessary 
to have the work done at night, when the ma- 
chinery may be stopped with less ineonvenience 
to the city. The proposed improvement is to 
place at the reservoir another large engine and 
such pumps as wul furnish an ample supply of 
water for 111 contingencies and Operate so that 
thenew machinery can,if necersary, entirely 
relieve that row in operation, so that it may at 
any time be rested or repaired at \isure. The 
cost of this great improvement to the works is 
not so large as was anticipated. It is indispens':- 
ble and the uniy economy tat can be practiced 
is in the arrangement for it at the lowesi possi- 
ble figures, which the commissioners will doubt- 
less co. 

Two bids for the work, including the furni<h- 
ing of the engine and pumps, were laid before 
the meeting. Both w_re read and both referred 
to @& committee of Messrs. Strong, 
Terry, and Mayor Angier with 
instructions to look thoroughly into the matter 
and report at the next meeting. 

On motionof Mr. Strong, it was ordered that 
the stand pipe, as designed by Superintendent 
T. F. Wyn.e, be at once placed in the reservoir. 
Tnis pipe was described some time ago in THE 
CONSTITUTION. It is so constructed that the 
water may be taken from any point in a per™ 
p°ndicular section of the reservoir thus insuring 
access to the pure water and enabling the sup- 
ply to come from above or below tae muddy 
floods which rush in when heavy rains fall. 
The work of draining off the reservoir has al- 
ready been begun. A temporary dam has been 
constructed below the reservoir which will hold 
enough water to supply the city while the re- 
pairs are in progress. It is believed 
that the stand pipe. will obviate 
mach of the trouble as to mud and give us in 
rainy seasons much purer ,water thyn we now 
get. The entire cost of this improvement will 
not greatly exceed $1.200, and it will be comple- 
ted in about four weeks. 

WATERING STREETS. 


During the work on the stand pipe the supply 


usual, and all that cam be furnished will be 
only suficient for necessary purposes. It was 
therefore determined by the board that the 
superintendent be prohibited from making any 
contract with parties for watering the streets 
from hydrants at night, as it requires a vast 
amount of water. All such operations will be 
diseuntinued atonce. This 1s an inconvenience 
to the business portion of the city, but under 


method of watering the business streets wil] 
probably be devised. 

The board ordered the employment of an ad- 
ditional fireman atthe reservoiras the work 
actually demanded another. 

No discussion was had as tothe purification 
of the water further than what grew ont of sug- 
gestions as to the stand pipe. No plan of filtra 
tion was suggested. The new improvement will 
be iu operation ina month and it can then be 
determined whether it will be sufficient ef itself 
to correctall the evils which now afflict the 
water supply of our city.

FRIGHTFUL amp FATAL ACCt- 

DENT AT 7HEB PETERS STRE 
CHOSSING. 

An United States Soldier, in an Intox- 

leated Condition Attempts to Cross |. 

the Track im Front of an Evgine

Nesterday...afternoon about 2:15 
o’cleck another railroad tragedy occurred ia 
this city at one of the nua erous crossings of the 
city streets ana the railway tracks. 

As the traia over the Cenwal road passed 
the Peters st eet crossing, it struck a federal 
s2idier, belonging to one of the companies 
stationed at McPherson bafracks, and when the 
cars had ‘thundered by and the body of the 
vic:im reached, he was found to be stone dead. 
The shock hai 

KILLED HIM INSTANTLY, 

almost, as he only gasped twice after he was 
reached, and did nut move atall. His head 
upon the left temple, was iound badly cut and 
his lett arm breken. 

An immense crowd of people, including sol- 
diers from the garrison, gathered about the 
corpse, Which was placed ander the shade of 
some trees, covered with a clean white sheet 
aod gu.rded by the police, toawait the coming 
of Coroner Kiie. 

THE DEAD MAN 
is ssid to have been about 32 years of age, plain 


more than medium height. 

His name Was ascertained to be Wm. Zimmer 
man,a private of Company C, 2ad U.s infantry. 
He is of German birth, has well-to-do relations 
in the oid country,and has been in the garrison 
here about two mouths, baving been transferred 
with his compa.y from Aiken, South Carolina, 
when the troops were re noved from that state. 
He leaves no family that any one is aware. 

HOW HE WAS KILLED, 

Dr. Turner, whose warehouse and office are at 
the crossing, states that the man was coming up 
between the tracks from the direction 
of the Central freight depot.. The Cen- 
traltrain was then rounding the curve and 
swiftly approaching the crossing. The engine 
had justabout cuvered the crossing a.d was 
within twenty steps cf the soldier when he step 
ped upon the end f acrosstie, steadied himseif 
upon one foot ‘or a bare instant and then started 
acress the track, in front of the rushing engine. 
He made two steps aeross when the engine 
struck him upon the left edge of the coweatcher 
and 7 

THREW HIM INTO THE AIR 

as high as the head-light and 
projected him over some thirty teet forward and 
ten feet off to the left of the track. The force 0, 
the blow was terrible, and life was about extinct 
by the time the body struck the ground. He 
was smoking his pipe when struck and did not 
appear to be noticin : the train. 

« Dr. Turner does not believe that the engineer, 
Mr Brice Irvine, saw the man at all, as the 
engine was so close upon him before he at- 
tempted to cross that it was nearly impossible. 

The eye witnesses of the occurrence unite in 
saying that the engine beil was beirg rang as 
the engine neared and passed the crossing, and 
they also agree that the train was moving at 

A HIGHLY DANGERCUS SPEED 
over this unsafest croesing in the whole city. 
From the testimony of all with whom we spoke 
was that the train was coming at fully twenty 
miles per hour. 

Only the day before, one of the school chil- 
dren came near being caught by the train at the 
same hour, and Dr, Turner then remarked to 
Mr J. F. Morris opposite, that “some one 
would be killed on that crossing before long.’’ 

There wes a large number of school-children 
about crossing at the same time, as their school 
is Out justin time for them to reach the crossing 
asthe train comes in. The West Point train 
follows almost immediately behind the Central 
and the residents about the crossing complain 
about the fast rate of speed made by both trains 
over this crossing. 

The concutor, Mr. Tom McLendon, did not 
knew of the catestrophe until he reached the 
Uniou passenger depot, when he beard that th: 
train had xnocked the man off. The engineer 
was not seen by our reporter. 

THES INQUEST. 

Upon the arriyal of the coroner and Dr, 
Roach, a jury composed of T E Evans, E D 
Cheshire EC stephens A \ Matning, J A Hol- 
land, J T Crossiey and A E Bearden was im- 
panuelled. 

After the body had been examined by Dr’ 
Roach, who found a compound fracture ot the 
left temporal, a simple fracture of the nght par- 
retal and a fracture of the left humerus, testi- 
mony concerning the manner of the deceased's 
comiug to his death was taken. 

UrJ D Turner; Lieutenant Catley, Mr Kemp: 
L C pmith, John Paul, Mr Walker, and 
M1 Paytou, fireman of the engine, 
were examined and their statements were upon 
the line of our statement of facts «bove The 
testimony was that he sometimes became intox 
icated and his manner upon this occasion was 
that of one under the iu fluence of liquor. 

The jury fourd their verdict as follows: 

‘‘ACCIDENTAL DEATH.”

We, acoronor’s jury thisday summoned by 
Coroner Wm Kile, to hold an inquest on the 
body of W 2 Zimmerman, an United States sol- 
dier now lying deadix this city, having careful 
ly investigated the cause of death in this cese 
DrE J Roach making the post mortem 
in our presence, we are of the opinion 
that deceased came to hisdvath by being run 
into by the Central railroad passenger train 
through his own negligence, he being on the 
track in an into xicated condition at the timé.”

The body was wrapped in a blanket and con- 
veyed to the barrac sin anambuiance It was 
taken charge of by his comrades, and will be 
prerared for burial. 

It is probable that the interment will be made 
in the national cemetery at Chattanooga.

Hditors Constitution: The following 
are the principal changes proposed to be made in 
the state constitution : 

To reduce or abolish the homestead. 

To reduce the number of representatives in 
the legislature. 

To elect the various judges by the people, or, 
as some wish, by the legisiature. 

To remove the capital to Milledgeville. 

To reduce the term of governor to two years 

Toabolish th mechanics’ lien. 

‘To establish bieunial sessions of the legisia- 
ture. 

To create an educationai qualification for 
voters. 

To increase the amount of poll- tax. 

To reduce the expenditure of the government. 

To limit the issuing of bonds. 

To prohibit the granting of state aid. 

To prohibit the enactment of special laws. 

To probibit the leasing of convicts, and there- 
by bring convict labor imgompetition with hon-~ 
est labor. 

To have a constitution made by natives. 

Aud to strike out the 33d section of the decia- 
ration of rights. 

Some of these changes are desirable, abso- 
lutely ro, but some eater dir. ctly into the essen- 
tial principles of free government; and doubt- 
leas while a majority of the people of the state 
faver some erwntiai modifications of the con 
stitution, yet do not believe in any great or ma- 
terial changes.
